Woodruff Reckons 250,000 Plurality.

“I cannot conceive,” he said, “judging 
from the results of the canvass we have 
made, how Hughes can come down to the 
Bronx with a plurality of less than 150,000.

Hearst made a statement this evening, in 
which he reaffirmed his belief he would carry 
greater New York by 200,000 and win by a 
plurality at least as big as that. 

“I belleve I will receive double the vote 
in this city that I received last year,” said 
he. 
“The Total vote of the Independence league 
and the democrats is 450,000. The republican 
vote is less than 150,000. If 50,000 votes be 
transferred from the combined Independence 
league and democratic vote to the repub- 
licans we still would have a plurality of 
200,000. 

“I don’t believe the republicans will carry 
the up state counties this year. I believe we 
will be elected by the plurality we receive 
in greater New York—by 200,000 or more.

Tells of Alleged Whereabouts at 


Time of Leslie Murder.

Leonard Leopold, alleged accomplice of 
Howard Nicholas in the murder of Ars. 
Margaret Leslie, made a statement in the 
county jail last night concerning his alleged 
movements on the night that the actress 
was murdered in the Palace hotel. 

It constitutes his alibi claim, and is now 
made public for the first time. The police 
ars utterly balked by the prisoner. 

Leopold says that on the night of Oct. 18, 
when, by the confession of Nicholas, he is 
made to participate in the strangling and 
robbing. of Mre. Leslie, he was at the Chi- 
cago opera house and in a Clark street 
saloon until 5 o'clock in the morning. 

He admits that he met Nicholas the next 
day, and that the cork legged theatrical 
“angel” gave him the diamonds which 
later he pawned, but he declares he had no 
knowledge of, the murder until he read ft in 
the papers at Bureau, III. He fled, he says, 
because he knew Nicholas had stolen the 
diamonds. 

Taken from Oollins’ Custody. 

Leopold was removed from Chief Collins’ 
hands in the morning through a writ of 
habeas corpus which his attorney, Robert E. 
Cantwell, secured from Judge Pinckney on 
the grounds of fll treatment. The story, 
which Chief Collins denies, is a remarkable 
exposure of Chicago sweat box methods, 
and promises to put an end to that practice. 

The prisoner, in the county jail last night, 
said he was weak and ill, and glad to get out 
of the central station “sweat box,“ and 
charged that in the attempt to extract a 
* confession” from him the police used him 
brutally and deprived him of food and sleep. 

His success in getting away from the hands 
of the police and Into the sheriff's charge en- 
couraged Nicholas, who took a new outlook 
on his chances and “repudiated” his con- 
fession made to Collins ten daysago. He said 
it was secured from him through threats aad 
promises of immunity. 

Nicholas consented to admit he entered the 
actress room that night and stole her dia- 
monds, but said he thought she was asleep. 


Leopold Makes Statement. 

I will tell now what I have refused to 
tell the police,” said Leopold, * because they 
would not let me have a lawyer and tried in 
every way to break me down and trick me. 

“T had known Nicholas for several montha 
I met him after I lost my job at the drug 
store in North Clark street and started to 
drink. I was hard up, and he knewit. On 
the day before the murder we met at the 
Roch Island restaurant in the afternoon and 
talked of several things. He mentioned 
something about a job he had in mind, but 
said nothing of the woman, and I never knew 
her and never saw her. 

“That night we went to the Chicago opera 
house together and afterward he left me. 
He said he had an engagement, but did not 
I went to a saloon in 
Clark street and ataid until it closed. After 
that I went upstairs and staid until day- 
break. My attorney has the name of the sa- 
loon and I cam prove thet alibi. 


Admits Buying the Chloroform. 
„ will e@mit I bought chloroform for 
Nicholas, but he told me it wae for a tooth- 
ache. I was in his room Is the Palace hotel 
once.

Dr. Billings could not be reached and the 
query as to what the sale meant wes re- 
ferred to Harold McCormick: The latter 
tacitly confirmed the consummation of the 
project by the remark: 

“Dr. Billings will issue a statement re- 
garding the matter on his return in the 
morning.” 


Origin of the Hospital Project. 

The site, which is one of the beset In the 
city, is opposite Waehington park and one 
block north of Garfield boulevard. It covers 
448 by 876% feet. Mr. Young paid $82,000 
for it im 1901. 

The proposed hospttal, to erected and 
endowed by Mr. and Mre. MoCormick, hes 
long been urged by the leading local mem- 
bere ef the medical profession. It was Gret 
suggested by the MoCormicks five or six 
years ago at the time of the death of their 
6 year old son, Jack Rockefeller McCormick, 
a grandson of John D. Rockefeller.

Prejudice on the part of property owners 
hee thus fer prevented the consummation of 
the project, in spite of the fact that the Chi- 
cago Medical society and individual dootore 
all over the city went on record as vouching 
for the safety of a neighborhood in which 
such an institution would be located. — 

Mr. McCormick's plans provided for «4 
modern hospital, located on spacious 
grounds, equipped according to the best 
scientific knowledge of Burepe and this coun- 
try, and shielded from the world by a large 
ornamental wall covered with vines and foll- 
age. Provisions for charitable work on @ 
large scale were included in the plans.

Natives of Ecuador Meddle with Brake 
in a Passenger, Coach and a Disaster 
Follows. 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Nov. 5-—Seven 
persons were killed and nine were injured 
last night at Mocha, a station on the Quito 
raffroad, owing to natives meddling with the 
brake of a ear. 

On the arrival of a train at Mocha, a village 
station opened a week ago by the American 
company which is building the road, the 
cars were surrounded by 4 group of natives 
belonging to the neighborhood, who inapected 
the passenger car with great curiosity.

“The pure food crusade which we are now 
waging is one for the education of women 
as housekeepers,’ said Mrs, Plummer.

We must take up the cause from 
a housekeeper’s standpoint. 

“The most practical way of solving the 
pure food question is to forsake the modern 
method of living the simple life from a can, 
and to make your own sausage, lard, and pre- 
serves until manufacturers realize that you 
will not use adulterated foodstuffs. Club 
work will not take the place of home work. 
Become your own market inspector, do your 
own marketing, and mind your own business 
as housekeepers, and you will go a long way 
toward solving the problem.“

Decision of United States Supreme Court 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 5-—In what is 
known as the white man’s case,” the Su- 
preme court of the United States todey af- 
firmed the decision of the Court of Claims 
in the actiom of Daniel Red Bird, the Chero- 
kee nation, and others, againet the United 
States. 

The cases involved the long pending claims 
of 2,000 and 8,000 white persons to partici- 
pate in the distribution of the lands and the 
funds of the Cherokee nation because of. 
marriage with members of the tribe. There 
are over 4,000,000 acres of land and the tribal 
funds are extensive. The Indians strenucus- 
ly resisted the claim, contending that they 
had never by law recognized property rights 
on account of int rriage. ‘ 

/ Ruling of Lower Court. 

In passing upon the cases the eourt held 
that the tribal lands are not communal lands, 
but that whites who acquired citizenship by 
marriage prior to 1875 have equal interest> 
with the Indians. In the case of marriages 


into the tribe since that time it was held that 


no right of property had. been acqu ex- 
cept by those who had paid into the ccmmon 
fund the sum of $500. The Court of Claims 
also held that white husbands of Cherokee 
women, who have abandoned wives, 
have forfeited all rights as Cherokee citi- 
zens, including that of participation in the 
proceeds of sales of Cherokee lands. : 


Chief Justice States Law. 

In his opinion affirming the Court of Claims 
Chief Justice Fuller, who handed down the 
decision today, said: 

Many special Cherokee laws demonstrate 
that the council did not venture to assume 

nor desire to assume the power to impart 
to the white adopted citizen other civil and 
political rights. The acts relating to inter- 
marriage with whites contained many re- 
Strictions, but by the act in respect of the 
intermarriage of Cherokees with other In- 
dians no such restrictions were imposed.” 


HEIRESS WORKING IN SLUMS. 


Margerie Palmer, Eldest Daughter of 
Colorado Millionaire, Labors 
with London Poor. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Nov. 5.—Heiress to 
millions, Miss Margerie Palmer, aldest daugh- 
ter of Gen. William J. Palmer, has renounced 
the fashionable world and become a worker 
among the poor of the London slums. She 
has entered the training school of a big Lon- 
don hospital, concealing her identity, it is 
said, that she might better pursue her chosen 
calling. 

Miss Palmer inherits her philanthropic in- 
stincts from her father, one of the pioneers 
of Colorado. Gen. Palmer always has been 
identified with the growth of the state, and 
amassed millions in its progress from the ter- 
ritorial days. A large share of his money 
always has gone to charitable and education- 
al work: 

Gen. Palmer was one of the founders of 
Colorado Springs. It was his desire to build 
a town where whisky and gambling should 


be practically unknown. When the town was 


laid out each deed to lots contained a clause 
forbidding the sale of alcoholic drinks. 

To Gen. Palmer the state is indebted for 
Colorado college, 
the best educational institutions in the west. 
Soon after the founding of Colorado Springs, 
Gen. Palmer and his associates gave a tract 
of land for a college. This was in 1874, when 
Colorado was still a territory. In its early 
days the instftution had a hard stritggle for 
existence. For a long time it had no students 
of college standing, and at one period the col- 
lege was so greatly in debt that it was seri- 
ously proposed to close it and sell the prop- 
erty ta pay the debts. Gen Palmer, however, 
stood by the institution and aided it materi- 
ally. 

Gen Palmer is commonly known as the 
father of the Rio Grande Western road and 
always has taken a great interest not only in 
the property itself but in the army of em- 
ployés. He sold the road a little more than 
five years ago for $6,000,000.. Just prior to his 
retirement he distributed among employésof 
the company $1,000,000 of the earnings of the 
road in the shape of preferred stock.: He re- 
membered everybody, from Col. Dodge, a 
high official, who received $100,000, to the 
section foremen, who received $2,000 each. 

The respect which the men in his employ 
felt for him was evidenced on one occasion 
when a strike for higher wages was threat- 
ened. A delegation of the men called on Gen. 
Palmer and presented their demands. Gen. 
Palmer Was personally acquainted with all. 
He listened patiently to their request and 
then told thém it was impossible at that time 
to give any increase in wages, because the 
earnings of the road did not justify an ad- 
vance. He talked plainly to the men, showing 
the exact condition of affairs. They were so 
impressed that The demand was withdrawn 
and they returned to work.

Oct. 6.—Although the United States did not choose to take part of- 
ficially in the exposition held here in commemoration of the Simplon tunnel opening. it 
contains one American exhibit which has attracted general and approving attention 
from many thousands of visitors. It is the exhibit of the Institute for Social Service of 
New York, which is in charge of Dr. and Mra. -William Howe Tolman. 

Mrs. Tolman, who is as deeply interested in the work of the institute ae either Dr. 
Josiah Strong, its president, or Dr. Tolman, its secretary, has the alstinctton of being 
the only woman serving upon any of the juries of award. This distinction is the more 
noticeable because of the mieager American representation at the exposition. The jury 
upon which she served made the awards in the group dealing with codéperation and 
mutuality, and for several weeks, late in August and early in September, when the heat 
here was greatest, she was kept busy from merning to night four or five days in the 
week examining exhibits and discussing the awards wilt her fellow jurors, .who, of 
course, were all men and nearly or quite all of whom spoke no English, but mainly 
Italian and French. As Mrs. Tolman is not fluent in either of these languages, though 
proficient in German, she had to make use of an interpreter; and it was necessary for 
her to exercise a good deal of cleverness in pressing the claims of the American exhibits, 
which she thought were fairly entitled to awards.

At one time the outbreak looked dan- 
gerously like a serious mutiny: 

The men had assembled in the gymnasium 
yesterday afternoon when the senior officer, 
a man of short stature, wishing to adminie- 
ter a reprimand for breach of discipline, 
ordered the front ranks to kneel £0 that he 
could see the men in the rear. 

Some ot the sailor# who refused to obey 
were arrested. Their comrades, angered. 
wrecked the canteen and started to break 
out. ot barracks. 

Marines were hastily summoned and by 
threatening to attack the enraged sailors 
with the bayonet, ne date the outbreak for. 
a time. 

At midnight the iin wis resumed with 
greater violence than before. A gang of sev- 
eral hundred stokers attacked the officers’ 
quarters, assaulting officers, smashing win- 


dows, and otherwise maging property. 
Several policemen who attempted to force 
order were seriously injured. 

Armed sailors and marines had to be called 
out. They overpowered the rioters and made 
many arresta. 


FAILS TO SHOW AN INFIDEL. 


Of 55,000 Persons Interviewed by 
Young Church Workers None De-

The new department of 
commerce and labor has had two heads— 
Messrs, Cortelyou and Metcalf—and will 
soon have another—Osrcar S. Straus. 

Here are many changes in five years, 
but not an unprecedented number. John 
Tyler, in less than four years, had four 
secretaries of state, four of the treasury, 
five secretaries of wan and five of the 
mavy. Jackson, in his eight years, had 
four secretaries of state and five of the 
treasury. The reasons for the changes in 
the Jackson and Tyler cabinets are well 
understood. It is not so easy to explain 
why there has been so much instability in 
office, or rotation in office, during Mr. 
Roosevelt’s administration. 

Some of the shiftings seem to be based 
on a theory of promotion for merit. Thus, 
Mr. Oortelyou, after serving in two de- 
partments of inferior standing, is to be put 
in the department which stands second in 
rank. Mr. Metcalf is to be promoted to 
the navy department. / 

Mr. Cortelyou has been lu charge of 
postal affaire about a year and three-quar- 
ters. It has been assumed that it took a 


espable man somewhat longer than that to 


get a thorough grasp of the complicated 
affairs of a great department. According 
to the old idea Mr. Cortelyou should be 
just about becoming a thoroughly qualified 
postmaster general at the time of his 
trausfer to another dep ae of whose 
inner workings he knows The same 
remark applies to Mr. — Who has 
been in the navy department only a short 
time and cannot have mastered all its de- 
tails. 

It may be that Mr. Roosevelt does not 
expect his ecabitet officer’ to familiartze 
themselves with department routine. He 
may think that that can safely be left to 
the more permanent officers; and that the 
heads of departments should give their at- 
tention only to matters of great moment, 
and especially those in which he himself 
takes a lively interest. It is not unlikely 
that he has definite ideas as to the policies 
which should prevail in the administration 
of the financial and naval affairs of the 
government, and is not concerned about 
the technical knowledge of secretaries of 
the treasury and the navy 80 long as they 
carry out his ideas. 

It may be that it is the chief object of 
the president to surround himself with 
capable men who are judicious advisers, 
and that he thinks it a matter of sec- 
ondary importance to what particular de- 
partments they may be assigned. He may 
feel that the good sense and business 
knowledge of such men as Taft and Cor- 
telyau will be of value to him and hie ad- 
ministration, no matter what secretary- 
ships they may fill. 

Whatever Mr. Roosevelt’s idea may be, 
it is certain that departmenta! affairs have 
been well managed. There hag been a 
gain in efficiency. Where fraud existed it 
has been detected and punished. Rotation 
in office has had no mischievous conse- 


quences. 


A FIRST CLASS FORT SHERIDAN. 

It there is any truth in the report that 
Fort Sheridan is at a point in its history 
where it must be enlarged to double its 
capacity or become a second class gar- 
rison with as few troops as can protect 
the grounds from tramps, there ought to 
be no hesitation as to the choice. The 
reasons which were regarded by the gov- 
ernment as cogent when the post was es- 
tablished are just as powerful now. Any 
change to be made in the post should be 
in the direction of its enlargement. 

It is undoubtedly true that there are 
many military poste in the country which 
have no real reason for ence except 
‘the unwillingness of the local ressman 
to consent to the abolition of the post. 
Fortunately there are few communities 
in the United States in the ppy con- 
dition ot the island of Saint Helena. 
The removal of the British garrison from 
that. island threatens to leave the inhab- 
itants without means of subsistence, 
The removal of the garrisons from « 
score or more of the interior posts in 
this country would not bring disaster 
upon any large number of people.

The county 
judge should be a man unwilling to let 
personal advantage or preference. blind 
him as to what the law requires. 

The new primary law has made it pos- 
sible for voters by précincts to express 
their preference for candidates for noml- 
nation. Whether it was best to retain the 
election of delegates as a part of the 
process of nomination is not a question 
which is at present before the people. 
The election.of delegates is a plan in keep- 
ing with American customs, and nothing 
has been suggested as a substitute. Un- 
der the present law the enndidate for 
whom a majority of votes is recorded in 
any precinct is entitled to have the dele- 
gates from that precinct instructed for 
bim. Under that law more than two- 
thirds of the delegates to the county con- 
vention were instructed to vote for Lewis 
Rinaker for the nomination for county 
judge. They obeyed instructions, as they 
were compelled to do, and Mr. Rinaker 
was. named in strict accordance with the 
law. 

It has happened several times in the 
history of the country that the choice of 
the electoral college for president of the 
United States did not correspond with 
that of the popular vote. Yet any one of 
the presidential electors who had disre- 
garded the expressed preference of his 
constituents in order to bring about the 
election of the choice of the majority of 
the voters of the country would have been 
untrue to his trust. It made no difference 
to any one of the delegates to the Cook 
county convention what the vote was out- 
side of the constituency whith chose him 
as a delegate. He had no right to say 
Mr. Alling or Mr. Rush would have had 
more delegatds if their votes had been bet- 


‘ter distributed, so I will give one of them 


my vote,” if; as a matter of fact, the 
voters of Kis precinct preferred Mr. Rina- 
ker. It is to the credit of the defeated 
candidates that they have abided by the 
law under which they contested. 

It does not speak well for the demo- 
cratic candidate for county judge that he 
has allowed without a protest an attack to 
be made upon Mr. Rinaker which is based 
upon a perverted statement of the primary 
law. Mr. Hoyne. was fourth in the pri- 
mary vote of his party for that office, yet 
he had no objection to taking a nomination 
secured him by a combination of voting 
strength in which his own delegates were 
only a small part. Yet Mr. Hoyne has 
said nothing to show that he knows the 
law better or is more frank than his 
friends who are representing Mr. Rina- 
ker’s nomination as in violation of the pri- 
mary law. If he ‘knows no better he is 
not fit to be county judge. If he knows 
better, but keeps still, hoping to profit by 
the ease with which some voters are de- 


luded, he is not fit to be county judge. 
There has been nothing in this affair to 


shake public confidence in Mr. Rinaker or 
to convince a republican that the election 
machinery would be safer in Mr. Hoyne’s 
hands.

was something appalling and cost no end of | 


money in legal expenses and judicial pro- 
cedure to straighten out.

It is a peculiar fact that most of the lead- 
ing English lawyers—especially judges of the 
high court, chief justices; and lord chancel- 
lors—that is to say, the dignitaries called 
upon to probate wills and to determine ju- 
dicially the validity of testamentitry dispoei- 
tions—have failed to leave satisfactory wille 
themselves. In many instances their wills, 
owing to some defect or error, have become 
the subject of long and costly lawsuits, and, 
as an instance thereof, I may cite the will of 
the first Lord St. Leonards, for so many 
years lord high chancellor of the realm, and 
who in his day was regarded as the first au- 
thority in existence on the subject of pro- 
bate.

Archduke Otto’s death last week is calcu- 
lated to revive all the troubles and disputes 
among the princeases of the reigning house 
of Austria on the subject of feminine su- 
premacy at court, and the dignity of the first 
lady of the lan Even in the lifetime of the 
murdered empress this trouble existed, ow- 
ing to her prolonged absences from her hus- 
band’s capital During the few years fol- 
lowing the marriage of Crown Prince Ru- 
Golph the empress was wont to delegate to 
the Crown Princess Stephanie the duty of 
representing her at court ceremonies. But 
later on, when Rudolph became estranged 
from his wife, the empress, who disapproved 
of the attitude of her daughter-in-law, and 
held her largely respensible. for the unhap- 
piness of the marriage, frequently deputed 
her sister-in-law, the wife of the Archduke 
Charles Louls, to represent her at court 
functions, whence wailing and gnashing of 
teeth on the part of Crown Princess bie- 
phanie When the crown prince died at Meyer - 
ling the crown princess forfeited her prece- 
dence as such at court. For the emperor’s 
brother, Archduke Charles Loule, became 
heir presumptive to the throne, and his hand- 
some and accomplished consort acquired 
thereby rank immediately next to the em- 
press. Stephanie, more imbittered thereby 
than ever, resolutely refused to appear at 
court, preferring to deprive herself of the 
satisfaction of figuring in state functions 
rather than to yield the pas to Arch- 
duchess Marie Therese. Then, some years 
later, Archduke Charles Louis died, and his 
widow, in consequence thereof, forteited her 
preéminence, and was compelled to yield 
it to her daughter-in-law, the Saxon born 
Josepha, wife of Archduke Otto. 


* 


When the empress was murdered in 1898 
Arch@uchess Josepha became first lady of 
the land, ane as such grand mistress of the 
various Austrian feminine orders of knight- 
hood. It was to her, moreover, that ali the 
feminine presentations at court were made. 
Now she in turn has become a widow, los- 
ing thereby her status as the principal prin- 
céss of the reigning house. 

Strictly speaking, she should be succeeded 
in the honors, @ignities, and prerogatives 
pertaining to the position by the Archduchess 
Alice. But there are drawbacks to this, for 
Archduchess Alice is the consort of the ex- 
Grandduke Ferdinand IV. of Tuscany. Now 
this grandduke, who was deprived of his 
throne. by Italy’s war of liberation of 1860, 
his dominions being incorporated into the 
present kingdom, has always declined to 
recognize the latter, denounces the kings of 
Italy as usurpers, and not only retaine his 
title of grandduke of Tuscany but aleo 
maintains all his demands and claims for 
the restoration of his throne. This being the 
case, it would be obviously dificuk for Em- 
peror Francis Joseph to accord the pre- 
rogatives and status of the firet lady of the 
land in Austria-Hungary tothe consortofthe 
ex-sovereign of a foreign country, who pro- 
fesses the bitterest enmity towards the king 
of Italy—namely: Austria's ally. The — 
drawbacks apply to the wife of the eidest 
married son of the grandduke and grand- 
duchess of Tuscany—namely: Archduke 
Peter. After them comes Archduke Lee- 
pold Salvator, married to the daughter of 
the Spanish pretender, Don Carlos, and then 
Archduke Francis Salvator, married to the 
old empétor’s favorite daughter, Arch- 
duchess Marie Valerie 

The latter will probably be selected for the 
~ 5 . ney of the land. She and 

usband and numerous ohildren make 
their home with the emperor, and conati- 
tute, indeed, hie family circle. She was her 
mother’s favorite companion until her mar- 
riage, and would be more acceptable to the 
other members of the imperial and 
to the great aristocracy as acting entpress 
than any one else.

Owen of University High and Principal 
Loomis of Hyde Park had conferred about 
the matter the Hyde Park police were noti- 
fied and asked to investigate and arrest the 
persons responsible. 


More Trouble Threatened. 

Another rush between the two schools was 
narrowly. averted yesterday. At the noon 
hour the pupils of the University high, num- 
bering over 100, took a roundabout way and 
attempted to reach the entrance of Hyde 
Park, but they were intercepted through the 
watchfulness of the faculty members, who 
anticipated a conflict. 

Dean Owen of University high sald: If it 
is impossible to have football without dis- 
graceful disorder of this sort, the sport will 
have to be discontinued. Thé boys of this 
school are as much to blame as those of Hyde 
Park, and if I can find out. who the ringleaders 
were I will suspendthem.”. . 

Felix Jackson and Felix Modjeski, the boys 
who were arrested in the fight that took place 
on Saturday, were arraigned before Justice 
Callahan at the Hyde Park police court yés- 
terday morning, pleaded not guilty, and the 
magistrate let them off on costs. 

Four policemeti were detailed to prevent 
any further disturbance.
